DISCUSSING THE PROSPECTS. 

When the Eminent Commanders of the dif- 
ferent commanderies heard that Mr. Parson 
had abandoned the parade entirely, many of 
them endeavored to persuade him to reverse 
his decision. They argued that the parade 
ought to be held this a oon or 
if that was not possible on Thursday, To hold 
it to-morrow was considered out of the ques- 
tion on account of the display drill and con- 
cert at the Fair Grounds.

ENTERTAINMENT HALL. 


Beautiful Decorations for the Holding of 
the Grand Encampment. 


Entertainment Hall at the Exposition is full 
of the emblem stories peculiar to Knight 
Templarism. Few orders are so fortunate in 
having emblems that combine easily and har- 
moniously in decoration. From the stage 
setting to the Grand Encampment flag flying 
over the entrance door there is nothing but 


harmony of color and form. The hall ex- 
cites the enthusiasm of every beholder 
when not a flag is displayed. Its 


proportions are so true, arrangements for 
hearing and seeing so perfect and the coloring 
of the walls so rich and subdued that it calis 
for an exhaugting of the adjective stock of 


every one who attempts description. But the 
Triennial Committee have embellished it 
wonderfully. The stage has been boxed in 
with scene sets, reduced to about 20 feet in 
depth, and the same number of feet in 
height. The back set has been divided into 
three panels, and the sides, which are placed 
at acute angles with the back, are made each 
of two panels. On these the painters 
have told stories, which Templars treasure. 
The first scene near the proscenium on the 
left is the termination of the eouncil of the 
high priests and Princes at Jerusalem. When 
the rebuilding of the Temple was commenced 
andthe High Priest bless@¢d the sword of Ze- 
rubbabel, who had volunteered to go to Darius, 
the King of the Persians, and secure a cessa- 
tion of the hostilities which interfered with 
the temple building. The next panel shows 
the Prince when heis arrived on the border 
of Persia, and is set upon by Persian 
soldiers, who know he is a Jew, and take 
him prisoner after a fierce combat. The story 
continues in the second panel from the pros- 
cenium on the right, where Zerubbabel is 
standing a prisoner before Darius. He tells 
his mission, is made a Knight of the Red Croas, 
and returns with the azsurance of Darius that 
the temple building shall not be further inter- 
rupted. The first panel on the rightisthe 
pees of the Red Cross standard by its 
nights on the Island of Malta. 

THE CENTER PANEL 

of the back scene is the Council chamber 
of Godfrey de Bouillon after he was 
made King of Jerusalem, -The King stunds in 
the center and is surrounded by his knightly 
priests ali decorated with the red cross. On 
the right a small paneltelis part of the story 
of Paul’s shipwreck on the Island of Melita, as 
rehearsed in Acts xxviii.,3: ‘‘ But when Paul 
had gathered a bundle of sticks and laid them 
on the fire a viper came out by reasonof the 
heat and fastened on his hand; 
and when the barbariuns saw the beast hang- 
ing from his hand they eaid one to 
another: No doubt this man isa murderer 
whom, though he hath escaped from the sea, 
vet justice hath not suffered tolive. Howbeit 
he shook off the beast into the fire and took no 
hurm.’’ The last panel, on the left,is the 
ceremony of conferring the Knighthood qi the 
ted Cross upon a modern Knight. It iga 
panel that combines without incongruity cos- 
tuimes of a priest of Jerusaiem, a crusader ina 
suit of scales, and the black-coated plumed 
Knights Templar ofto-day. The reduction ofthe 
proscenium is made with a haif curtain, on 
which are displayed the banners used in the 
commanderies. The center banner bears the 
passion cross ona black field with a nine- 
ointed star; on the right is the cross of 
Malta on a black fieid, nine-pointed star, and 
on the left is the Red Cross on a green field, 
with a seven-pointed star. Spaces between 
panels and parts of the proscenium are filled 
with small insignia. The furniture of the 
stage, which was loaned by the Scarritt Com- 
pany» is uphoistered in red velvet. On a 
slightly raised platform is the chair of the 
presiding officer and a rosewood table, across 
which is laid a scarf of purple veivet heavily 
fringed with gold, oneither end of which are 
red, «three-barred crosses of the Grand En- 
campment., The ceiling of the scene is a 
ainted representation of Constantine’s yvis- 
on of the cross, ablood red cross, above 
which is the legend: ‘*In Hoc Signo Vinees’’— 
by this sign thou shalt conquer. 

FROM THE STAGE 

extend lines on which are hung small emblem 
flags, the black and white flag with red crose¢ 
and motto, ‘‘In hoc signo vinces.’’ the red 
cross and crown onawhite fi with motto, 
‘*Reg Regum Dominis Dominorium, the single 
red cross on white flag with motto, ‘ ‘Magnus 
est Veritas et Prevalebit. These lines extend 
to the rear of the halland are intersected at 
right and acute angles by other lines from the 
sides of the hall. Around the gallery bow are 
banners foreach of the State commanderies 
represented in the encampment, The 
banners are cream-colored and black 
satin, and are fringed with gold. On the 
black ground at the top of the banreris em- 
broidered the name of the State in black let- 
ters, and two red crosses. <A red cross of 
Malta adorns the center of the cream-colored 
ground bearing the letters I. N. 1. R. one in 
each corner, andin gold letters ‘‘8t. Louis, 
1886'’ is embroidered below the cross. There 
are forty of these banners, and they are dis- 


layed from the center of the bow right and 
eft in the order of the seniority 
of §the Grand Commandery, precedence 


being given tothe only foreign bodies repre- 
sented. The center of the bow is occupied by 
alarge banner of the Grand Commandery of 
Missouri surrounded by pennants of Ascaion, 
St. Louis, lvanboe and St. Aidemar Oomman- 
deries ana various emblems, The banner of 
the Great Priory of Canada hasa place of pre- 
cedenoe on the left of the center, and on the 
right is the barmer of the Great En- 
giandand Wales.

The Grand Encampment Dispenses With 
An Escort, 
There Was some question, after the parade 
was given up, of appointing an escort to con- 
duct the Grand, Encampment to the Exposi- 
tion building, but it was finally decided that 
if there could not be a grand escort, there 
ghould be none at all. At 11 o’clock Mayor 
Francis came down from the Oity 
Hall and was taken to the headquarters 
of the Grand Master, where he was introduced 
to the officers of the Grand poampmant, At 
11:45 tne Triennial Committee, headed by 
irman , escorted the Mayor and the 
members of the Grand Encampment to the 
carriages which were in waiting at the Broad- 
way entrance tothe Southern, and entering, 
they were driven to the Exposition Building. 
Grand Master Withers did not accompany 
them. He was unable to leave his bed this 
morning. The doctors said it would be cer- 
tain death for him to attendthe Grand En- 
campment Conclave. 


THE GRAND ENCAMPMENT. 


Convocation of the Twenty-third Triennial 
Conclave—Speeches and Reports. 


The members of the Grand Encampment ar- 
rived at Entertainment Hall in carriages, and 
walked intothe building as they alighted, ob- 
serving no paticuiar order intheir entrance. 
On the platform were Sir Knights Jno. R. Par- 
son, Gen. Chas. Roome, Joseph Brown and 
others of the Grand Encampment. 


It- was 12:30 p.m. when Sir Knight John R. 
Parson stepped to the front of the piatform 
and gaid that he wished to introduce to the 
assembled Sir Knights a gentleman who, 
though not a Sir Knight, had done as 
much as any Templar to assist those preparing 
for the Conclave pow assembled. The gentle- 
man was the Hon. David R. Francis, Mayor of 
the Oity of St. Louis. The Mayor was received 
witha prolonged applause that showed he 
was notastranger, at least by reputation, to 
many present. His honor said: 
GRAND MASTER AND SIR KNIGHTS:—To me, 
as the official of mg a of the city and 
veh sg has been assigned the duty of ex- 
tending to you a formal weicome. ords in- 
adequately express our pleasure at your com- 
ing. We have anticipated it with anxious 
longing, and now thatthe time has come, our 
lips do but faintly convey the feelings of our 
hearts when we say to you: Welcome! thrice 
welcome!! [applause } This welcome 
has been in the hearts of our people for 
months—I may say fora yeur past, and to-day 
may be seen on every hand substantial mani- 
festations of it. From every window and ev- 
ery house-top flutters the red cross of the 
Knights of the Tempie.; even the skies wee 
joy at your coming. [Prolonged applause.) 
That emblem of the red cross carries us bac 
to near the beginning of the twelfth century, 
375 years before the discovery of the New 
World. To the banks of the river Jordan; 
to the gates of. the holy city. To the time 
when the brave and noble founder of the 
Order of the Templars and his devoted band 
of nine took upon themselves vows to protect 
the poor pilgrim, to defend ‘‘destitute 
widows, innocent maidens, helpless orphans 
and the Ohristian religion.’’ [Applause.} 
What a high mission! Verily, a good cause 
for man to devote his time and energy to, and 
even his life. 
How faithfully the followers of Hugh de 
Payen observed his teachings the sean towed 
of the order has demonstrated. The growt 
of its membership is strong evidence that 
truth and equity were in the toundation upon 
which mighty fabric was based. How in- 
credible would it have been to St. Aldemar 
had he been told that nearly eight hundred 
years after the birth of the order thousands 
of its sons would be assembied on the 
banks of a Father of Waters, in a_e then 
undiscovered land, advocating the principles 
he was promulgating. How it would have 
cheered the last moments of the gallant De 
Molay, how it would have alleviated his suf- 
fering if he could have iooked down the vista 
of years and seen that the doctrines for 
which he was being tortured, and the secrets 
for which he was yielding up a nobie life 
would go on gaining zealous workers with the 
march of tue centuries,and iong after his per- 
secutors had been forgotten his name would 
be cherished and his virtues emulated.

FOREIGN RELATIONS. 
The report proceeds: ‘‘The report of Grand 
Master Benjamin Dean made in San Francisco 
to the Grand Encampment, informed you of 
certain complications with the Great Priory of 
Canada which had grown out of the attempt 
by that body to exchange representatives with 
some of the Grand Commanderies under the 
jurisdiction of this grand body. The action 
of the Grand Encampment fully sustained, 
and by unanimous vote, the position taken 
by Grand Master Dean, as the report of the 
Committee on Foreign Kelations distinctly re- 
affirmed the resolution of the Grand Encamp- 
ment on this subject enacted in 1871, declaring 
‘‘that a Grand Commandery has no right, 
power, or authority, to enter into an exchange 
of representatives with any Masonic authority 
notunder the jurisdiction of this Grand En- 
campment, that being in the very nature of 
things the | gt yhs dhs of this Grand Encamp- 
ment which it cannot allow to be set aside.’’ 
Adopting the principle that an exchange of 
representatives was a prerogative of supreme 
power, your former Grand Master, and the 
Grand Encampment ofthe United States de- 
clined such proposed exchange of representa- 
tives with the Great Priory of Uanada, assum- 
ing that organization to be subordinate to the 
Convent General and its Grand Master, the 
Prince of Wales. 
While this subordination to the Prince of 
Wales as Grand Master of the order ‘‘in En- 
gland, Ireland and all Possessions, Colonies 
and Dependencies of the British Crown,’’ 
pre gd announced bythe R. KE.

THE WASHINGTON MONUMENT. 

Speaking of the dedication of the Washing- 
ton monument, in which the Virginia Knights 
took part, the Grand Master says: ‘‘Though 
sometimes criticised as defective in de- 
sign. and faulty in proportion, yet it is incon- 
ceivable that any American possessing a spark 
of patriotic devotion, should not feel his heart 
thrill with admiration as he looks upon this, 
the loftiest column ever reared by human 
hands, to do honorto the memory of one whos¢é 
character and fame tower above those of his 
fellows, evenas this marble prototype over- 
tops all humana structures.’’ 

THE GARFIELD MONUMENT. 

Speaking of his election asa trustee of the 
Garfield National Monument Agsociation the 
Grand Master expresses regret that the con- 
tributions to the monument fund were 80 
light, and attributes this largely tothe inac- 
tivity of the Executive Committee. 

APPEALS. 

The Grand Master notes the appeal of 
Muncie Commandery from the _ action 
of the Grand Commandery of Indiana in 
issuing a charter toa Commamery at Ander- 
son against the protests of Muncie, the near- 
est Commandery. The appeal was sustained, 
vut subsequently the charter was issued not- 
withstanding. This matter was referred to 
Deputy Grand Master Roome, 

PRINTING PROCEEDINGS. 

The Grand Master suggests a change in the 
regulations for printing proceedings. The 
members of the Printing Committee, as pro- 
vided for, are so widely separated that itis 
difficult for them to act in concert. The 
amount appropriated for printing the last 
proceedings was exceeded by $]20, an expendi- 
ture the Grand Master thought justified. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

The Grand Master suggests: 1. The subati- 
tution of the Past Grand Master for the 
Deputy Grand Master on the Printing Commit- 
tee, and that the Grand Recorder contract for 
the printing, subject to the approval of the 
Grand Master. 2. The employmentofa private 
a forthe Grand Master. 3, Provision 
for the dissemination ofthe ritual. 4. A re- 
duction in the bonds of Treasurer and Revord- 
er to $10,000 each. 

A NOVEL EPISODE. 

The Grand Master referstothe idea of Sir 
Knight Stephen Berry who, by circular, 
requested the Knights throughout this 
country and elsewhere to join the Templar 
correspondents on Christmas day at nooa, 
Eastern standard time (equivalent to 5 Pp. m. 
Greenwich), in a libation pledging Gran 
Master Withers, now in Hong Kong, the senti- 
mentto be, ‘*To him that’s awa’!’’ He re- 
guested a response which the Grand Master 
furnished as follows: ‘‘The noble and mag- 
nanimous order of Knights Templars—though 
continents expand and oceans roll between 
us, heart still responds to heart in loving 
greetings.’’ The responses to this circular 
were numerous and cordial, and at the ap-

Acting Grand Master’s Report.

He says quot- 
ing aletter addressed by him to Sir Knight 
Parvin: 
‘*‘Once more I must and do insist that as the 
existence of the Scottish Encampments ante- 
dated the Sovereign Great Priory, they are not 
compelled to be governed by its act unless 
they so choose, though at the same time it is

made by the Grand Encampment itself.

Grand Treasurer’s Report. 
Grand Treasurer John W. Simons submitted 
his report for the years 1883-86 in connection 
with the Grand Recorder’s financial report, 


This was discussed at great length, having 
become important on account of the dispute 
which resulted from the failure to issue the 
summons in 188. The Grand Recorder 
hotl argues that the duty devolves on 
the Grand Master and not onthe Grand Re- 
corder who is simply to attest and issue the 
summons on order of the Grand Master. Re- 
corder Parvin was elected in ’71, and is deter- 
mined to hold his good namein that office at 
all events. 
TROUBLE IN CAMP. 

In his report he handles the question in the 
following pointed manner: 

‘“‘The present Grand Recorder, (against whom 
whatever may have been unkin y said, was 
never charged with ignorance of either the 
history, laws or usuages of Templar Masonry, 
or a knowledge of his duty and disposition to 
do it well an romptly, save in this single 
instance when it was none of his concern) was 
elected in 1871 and a month before the 
time toissuea summons Grand Master Fel- 
lows sent usawritten form of a summons, 
copied verbatim from thatofP. G. M. Hub- 
bard and his successors and ordered us to at- 
test, publish ard forward same, all of which 
we did promptly. In 1877 Grand Master Hop- 
kins, and again in 1880 Grand Master Hurlbut 
‘ordered’ us to issue & summons after the 
form previously aad longin use, which we 
also did. 

‘*But in 18838 we received no such orders or 
directions. Moreover, by ‘General Order 
No. 5,’ the Grand Recorder had been posi- 
tively ‘ordered’ nottoissue any document 
without the Grand Master’s order. 

‘*Knowing,however,the importance of hay- 
ing a ‘summons’ issued to gave the amend- 
ments, some of which had been proposed by 
ourself and others by the Grand Commandery 
of Iowa, we, a fullmonth in advance of the 
time, forwarded all the proposed amendments 
then on file to Grand Master Dean at Boston, 
and whichhe duly received, ashe brought 
them to the conclave in San Franciaco. 

‘*Atthe conclusion of his address, the Grand 
Master announced—see the Record—that ‘no 
summons baving been issued forthe meeting 
of the Grand Encampment the proposed 
amendments tothe constitution and code of 
statutes could notbe considered unless by 
unanimous consent of the Grand Encamp- 
ment.’ 

‘*He does not charge this gross neglect upon 
the Grand Recorder, although he devotes full 
fifty pages of his address of two hundred 
pages to an arraignment of the Grand Re- 
corder upon all things conceivable, except that 
of ‘summons.’ Nor does be so much ag hint 
as to who the guilty party was. 

‘*The New York Dispatch,edited by amember 
and officer of this body, in discussing this sub- 
ject, said: ‘It will be remembered by 
those who attended the San Fran- 
ciseo Conclave that the fsilure that no sum- 
mons had been issued, and as a result no 
amendments to the constitution couid be 
made, then caused considerable discussion 
and ill-feeling and made it necessary to defer

oe by law to be forwarded on or before 
uly 1 of each year. 

The revenues of the Grand Encampment 
have been constantly increasing, (not dimin- 
ished as some, years ago, predicted). 

The flattering prospects of the order were 
shown in the close of the financial report 
which<¢oncluded as follows: ‘‘There are at 
this date subordinate commanderies in the 
States of Delaware, Florida, Nevada, Oregon, 
and South Carolina and the District of Colum- 
bia, aud the Territories of Arizona, Idaho, 
Montana, New Mexico, Utah, Washington and 
Wyoming. 

‘*Of these inthe near future,probably before 
the next Triennial, Grand Commanderies wiil 


be formed in Oregon, Montana, New 
Mexico, Washington, Wyoming and the 
District of Columbia, reducing § the 


number of subordinate commanderies half 
or more and increasing the number of Grand 
Commanderies to near forty. And itis from 
the per capita tax on membership of Grand 
Commanderies that the principal revenue is 
derived. 

‘*From long experience and observation and 
from a close analysis of the sources of income 

we venture safely to renew our prediction of 
1874, that the income of the Grand Encamp- 
ment from the present constitutional 
sources of revenue will be amply sufficient to 
meetall ordinary and needful expenditures 
and leave aliberal margin of increase. And 
surely this should be a source of joy and sat- 
isfaction to every well-wisher of the perpetuity 
and increased usefulness of this truly na- 
tional body.’’

WITH “COUNT” ZACHAROFY. 


The Decree Makes the Alicea Nobleman a 
Bigamist—How the Plausible Foreigner 
Imposed en the New York Public— History 
of Miss Billings’ Elepement and Marriage 
—The Eading of Her Bridal Trip.

ARTHUR ARBUTHNOT. 


Ex-Mayor Bowman’s Confessed Murderer 
Seen in East St. Louis Before the Crime, 


Ever sinee the publication in the Post-Dis- 
PATCH of the confession of Arthur Arbuthnot 
of the murder of ex-Mayor John; B. Bowman, 
the citizens of East St. Louis have 
been anxious to see him brought back from 
Covington, Tenn., where he is at 
present in confinement.‘ Many regarded him 
as a crank and placed no credence in his 
statements, but now that the PostT- 
DISPATCH reporter has discovered an In- 
dividual to whom Arbuthnot was known 
and who declares that he saw him in East St. 
Louis a few days before the murder was com 
mitted, it is most probable that the authorities 
will at once see that he is brought back to 
the scene of the crime. The man who 
knew and saw Arbuthnot in East St. 


Louis shortly before the crime, to the 
commission of which he confesses, is Wm. 
Redemeyer,a well known young man living on 
the Isiand. Mr. Redemeyer’s mother is the 
owner of a house on Front streeti which was 
at the time of ex-Mayor Bowman’s assassina- 
tion rented by Mike Behn and converted by 
a into a keno house. It was in this house 
that 
REDEMEYER FIRST MET ARBUTHNOT. 

He saw him there for tne first time about 
November 15, and struck up an acquaintarce 
with him. Mr. Redemeyer statesithat when his 
chance acquaintance told him that his name 
was Arbuthnot, the name being an uncommon 
one impressed itself on his memory, and 
when he read the confession of the prisoner in 
the Covington Jail, in the Post-DIsPatcH, 
several days ago, he at once recalled his ac- 

uaintance with the man, who gave him 
the same name as the self-confessed 
murderer of ex-Mayor Bowman acknow- 
ledged. ‘‘The man whom I met in Bihns’ 
ee Mant ae said Mr. Redemeyer to 

hief Halloran last evening, when the latter, 
on the information given him by a PostT- 
DISPATCH reporter, had sent for him 
‘‘was, I should judge, about 26 years of age, 
had a dark mustache, was about five feet six 
inches in height, and used to wear a Scotch 
cap. Isoon found that he was a man of more 
than ahem intelligence, and on several 
occasions when parties who frequented 
the house were anxious to make 
some mathematical calculation he evinceda 
remarkable quickness in figures.

thur Arbuthnot had been seen in East St. 
Louis shortly before the murder of 
Mr. Bowman was committed, and tbat 
he had a partial description of him froma 
party who knew him. The description given 
ot Arbuthnot by Mr. Redemeyer, Chief Hallo- 
ran did not give in his letter, 
but requested Sheriff Taylor to send 
him a full description of the man whom he has 
in jail, and he will then be able to determine 
whether the party seen by Mr. Redemeyer in 
East St. Louis isthe same who is now in con- 
finement in Covington. 
ANOTHER LETTER. 

This morning Chief Halloran received a 
reply tothe letter which he sent to Sheriff 
Taylor on the evening that the full confession 
of Arbuthnot a ared in the PostT-DisPaTCH.

A COMPROMISE. 


COL. SAM’L SIMMONS LOOMING UP AS A 
CONGRESSIONAL CANDIDATE. 


The Hoodlum Congressional Committee Said

EXPOSITION CIGAR FACTORY 


A HEAD COLLISION, 


Passenger and Freight Trains on the Iron 
Mountain Collide This Morning. 


An accident occurred this morning on the 
Iron Mountain Railroad two miles north of 
De Soto on the straight stretch of track, re- 
sulting in the demolition of two fengines. 


The only particulars received in the city were 
from private dispatches sent by passengers 
to friends in the cit and wires 
to General Superintendent Kestiown. The 
latter says the accident occurred between 4 
and 6 o’clock this morning. Second 619, a 
freight train which leftthe city at 11 o’clock 
last night, had orders to remain at Victoria, 
&meeting point thirty-eight miles from 8t. 
Louis, to allow 606, a passenger train due in 
St. Louis at 6:20 o’ clock this 
morning, to pass. The conductor, 
Superintendent Kerrigan understood, dis- 
obeyed the order and went on toward De Soto, 
meeting the passenger atthe place named. 
Both engines were wrecked but no one was 
killed, and his reports did not show that 
any one wasinjured. The absence of any re- 
port of injuries, he said, convinced him no 
one had been hurt. Superintendent Fieming 
left immediately for the wreck with 
help to clear the track. The morning trains 
were builetined seven hours late. Pas- 
sengers were transferred and brought 
into the city. They were bad! 
shaken up, but no injuries were reported. 
private telegram describes the collision 
as ‘‘a frightful wreck, but ino 
one injured.’’ The wires have been 
down all morning and only one railroad wire 
was got in order. Owing to the press of 
business on that wire further details could not 
be obtained. 
J. A. Beardsley of Arkansas came in 
shortly after noon on a train sent 
to the wreck to bring in the  pas- 
sengers who were transferred aroun 
the wreck. He was on atrain following 606 at 
about 10 minutes distance. He says: *‘No 
one was injured on either the freight 
or the passenger trains. Both 
were going at a tremendous speed for the 
engines were completely wrecked. -. The bag- 
gage oar of the passenger was thrown off the 
track and rolled down the embankment. 
One of the other cars was slightly broken 
about the front platform. The passengers 
wereall shaken upand some were bruised. 
Four or five of the freight cars were burned.’’ 
T. A. Russell of Mobile, Aia., who was on 
the train, arrived atthe Southern this noon. 
He suffered slight bruises and one or two 
small scalp abrasions, having been thrown by 
the collision ainst a seat.

The illuminations on the streets last night 
surpassed in point of magnificence and artistic 
effect anything of the kind heretofore at- 
tempted in St. Louis, and has never been 
equalled in any of the Southerr cities, such as 
New Orieans, Memphis, and even the far- 
famed Venice, which are popularly believed 
to be the home of § carnival. The 
variegated colored gas jets in a variety of 
Steg set in beautiful pyramids and arches, 
ining the streets on either side and dotted 
with thousands of brilliant electric lights sus- 

ended just between at intervais of about fifty 

eet, brought about an effect which more than 
realized the wildest speculations of the most 
enthusiastic promoters of the enterprise. 

The almost herculeaa job of lighting the gas 
jets was begun at 5:30 0’clock under the gen- 
eral supervision of Chairman G. W. Thomp- 
son of the Lllumination Fund Committee. 
Five squads of men were started, one on 
Franklin avenue, and two each going in op- 
posite directions, on Broadway and Olive 
streets. A number of imperfections were dis- 
covered in the plumbing and immediately 
repaired. On this account some little 
time was consumed in the workon hand. This 
evening f rty men will be added to the force 
of sixty on duty last night, and the committee 
hope to have the illumination complete by not 
later than 8 o'clock. 

The lliumination Committee found a popu- 
lar indorsement of the result of their labors 
in the enthusiastic and favorable comment 
of one of the largest crowds which ever 
gathered here. The neral verdict that

Em, dir James F, Agiar an 
Sir J.W. Lambert of the Committee of Arrange- 
ments. A very large fund was secured by this 
commandery for the entertainment of guests 
during this week, and a larger portion of it 
was appropriated to the rece ption. The deco- 
rating work which began on Saturday has been 
carried on indurtriously ever since, and the 
Exchange Hall will be the scene of one of those 
transformations which every year show how 
the bare place can be made a bowér of beauty. 
The fountain has been made; as heretofore, 
the center of the decorators’ scheme. The 
pool was boarded over and the Water Will fot 
be allowed to run. From 4 center just 
over the water-girl’s head to the 
steps on either side of . the pool 
descend strings of fine princess 
pine brought from Wisconsin in large quanti- 
ties for the purpose. Dried flowers ornament 
the upper portion of this drapery and lend 
contrasts to the peculiar green of the pine, 
but the lower portion is entirely covered with 
cut flowers. Several refrigerators at the flor- 
ists have been filled with these flowers for 
days. The idea of this decoration is the com- 
position of a round tent like those usually 
shown in Knight Templar pictures. Within 
the drapery of pine, which is the tenting ma- 
terial, potted plants have been placed, anda 
thicket of green composed to give the drapery 
depth. Two subordinate designs support this 
central decoration. The main door has

command each section executes its move- 
ments in perfect time and order. Much of the 
success of this very graceful and much more 
difficult maneuver depends on the chiefs of 
platoons and the standard bearer, who give 
the necessary cautions. The first section exe- 
cutes nc file and marches in the short 
step, while the second marches right oblique. 
The standard rank ,from the rear of the second 
section, marches straight forward, the third 
section inclines to the left, the fourth and fifth 
exercise right by file, and the sections in the 
rear goto thefront in columns preserving 
section distance from the rearmost file in the 
cross. The success of this movement, de- 
pends both on the promptness ofthe sub- 
Officers and the individual cleverness of the 
men. The second section continues to oblique 
to the right until its left file unmasks the be ip 
file of thestandard rank, and the chief of 
the first latoon places himself on 
the rightto enable him to regulate the march 
and bring the section abreast ofthe standard 
rank, which at the same time is closing on the 
rearmost file ofthe first section. The third 
section obliques to thé left, uncovers the left 
file of the standard rank, and aligns on that 
rightunder the direction ofthe chief of the 
second platoon. The fourth section forms 
into column of files by the right, foilows in 
the trace of the standard-bearer, 
and closes to facing distance. If 
these movements are carefully executed a 
perfect passion-cross is formed, and as soon 
as this is done the commander gives the 
word, ‘‘Forward march, guide center,’’ and 
the commandery advances at fuli step. To 
retorm sections it is necessary to reverse the 
procedure detailed above. The leading Knights 
of the first section marchin the short step 
until the section is formed, and the leading 
Knights of the other sections forming to the 
front into line, mark time till the formation 
is complete, the sub-division commanders 
being responsible for each section in turn 
taking up the full step asthe sectionin front 
gains proper distance. 

THE TRIANGLE. 
Another very interesting movement is the 
triangle, one the favorite formations of the 
order. When the word of command is given 
the numbers one and three of the first platoon 
form eschelon to right and left, and the num- 
bers two face tothe rearin marching. In the 
second platoon similar movements are exe- 
cuted, and the leading Sir Knights of the first 
and third divisions march straight to the 
front, and each Sir Knight following files ob- 
ligues outwardly until the file in 
front is haif uncovered. In the 
meantime the standard-bearer has halted 
at «the word ‘‘march’’ and marks time 
While the files of the second division in front 
of the standard march to the rear and align by 
the center. The files in the second division 
in rear of the colors simuitaneously front into 
line on the standard-bearer. The forward 
march is then ordered, the guide being in the 
center. Reversing the triangle and changing 
front involves a graceful and dificult move- 
ment. Atthe word ‘‘march’’ the third divi- 
sion fronts into line, the leading Sir Knights 
marching in the short step; the second divi- 
sion forms eschelon by file by the left, and the 
leading Sir Knights of the first division 
march straight forward in the short step, 
each Sir Knight obliquing inwardly until his 
right elbow is just behing the backbone of the 
one immediately in front of him. This move- 
ment brings the base of the triangie to the 
front and the apex to the rear.

At the last meeting heid in this city some 
two weeks ago, a large number of new dances 
were brought before it by masters from all 
parts of the country. Many of these were con- 
demned, or rather dismissed, as lacking ele- 
ments of popularity. However, a number of 
new dances were adopted, and will be taught 
during the coming season. These fortunate 
combinations of musical steps are ‘‘The 
American Gavotte,’’ introduced by James P. 
Brooks of here ‘*The Columbia,’’ by 
Edward ©. Spink of Providence, and ‘‘The 
Octagon,’’ by H. F. Rivers of this city. 

The American Gavotte is unquestionably the 
most original of the three, and is inits nature 
a peculiar combination of the waltz and polka. 
The writer recently had a chat witn one of the 
oldest and best known dancing-masters in 
this city on the subject of dancing in’ general 
and ‘‘the gavotte’’ in particular, and was 
treated to a practicalillustration ofthe beau- 
ties of the new figure. The venerable master 
of his art donned patent leathers and on the 
smoothly polished floor of his own academy 
proceeded to lightly trip through the intricate 
steps of the gavotte. The adventurous 
participator first takes three short, 
gliding steps to one side, then 
waiks one step farther in the same direction, 
and finally turning a three-step polka half- 
turn, is ready to recomimence the movement. 
The weakness of the gavotte is the walking 
step. Otherwise the dance is very pretty and 
graceful, but the walking step, being 80 much 
slower thar the other steps in the figure, must 
pecessarily cause confusion, It also tends to 
break the time, and when the members of the 
society practiced the dance ih Brooklyn the 
musicians declared that it could not be danced 
in 4-4 time, as was intended by its originator. 

The dance itself is unquestionably novel, is 
a pleasing variation of the waltz and polka, 
and would form a desirable addition to the 
smali number of round dances now sanctioned 
by usage. But it must be danced to polka 
time, and the walking step in some wa 
eliminated or bridged over or the dance will 

roveatailure. Atleast, so the ‘‘professor’’ 
old the writer, and his forty-five years’ ex- 
perience ought to qualify him to decide.
